Musconetcong Watershed Association — Stormwatecdiun Program— Mayor Maio stated
that the Borough participated in the Stormwaterdation Program last year. The cost is $250
which is included in the budget and the programsdmenefit the Borough. NJDEP requires the
Borough to obtain ten points in educational tragnihroughout the year and this program does
quality.

NJDOT — Route 183 “No Passing Zone"Mayor Maio stated that correspondence has been
received from the NJDOT stating that a resolutiamstrbe adopted by the Borough in order to
have Route 183 remain a no passing zone. Theutesolwill be on the agenda for the next
scheduled meeting.

ADMINISTRATOR'S REPORT

Water Project- Administrator McNeilly reported that he and Bsitorms, DPW Superintendent,
met with PACT Construction to review the logistfos temporary material storage and locations
to place office/storage trailers. Space will béastd at wells #3 and #4 and at the DPW yard in
front of the salt shed. PACT is in the processlafining road opening permits from Mt. Olive
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Township. PACT anticipates mobilization of equipmby the end of this month and will begin
construction in early May. Administrator McNeilbfated that Netcong Borough shares half of
Waterloo Road with Mt. Olive. Administrator McNeilstated that he has contacted Netcong
Borough to inform them that work will only be dooe the Mt. Olive side of the road.

Mayor Maio asked Administrator McNeilly if New YomBox has been contacted. Administrator
McNeilly replied that he spoke with the attorneyldhe letter to New York Box will be sent this
week. Mayor Maio stated that the Governing Bodykgpabout this subject two weeks ago and
asked why there was a delay. Administrator Mce#plied that the attorney was on vacation
last week. Administrator McNeilly stated that N&wrk Box will be given a long period of time
and the water will not be shut off. Mayor Maiotseththat she is not concerned with shutting off
the water. Her concern is that the Borough israsliew York Box to spend a considerable
amount of money as a result of a project that tleeoBgh is undertaking. Administrator
McNeilly responded that New York Box will have tbgtion of choosing what section of the
road they would like to hook into for the best &t the their facility. There will be a master
meter located in the road. Councilwoman Kunckew®adsf this is the first notification that New
York Box will receive. Administrator McNeilly commed this and stated that a notification was
sent out to all of the water customers. Council@orKuncken stated that the notification did
not provide information as to the impact of thejpct Mayor Maio stated that the notification
did not let New York Box know that they would bespensible for re-hooking and re-piping.
Administrator McNeilly stated that until he atteddéhe pre-construction meeting he was
unaware of this issue. Mayor Maio and the Cousi@ted that they became aware of the fact
that New York Box would have to re-pipe during tiscussion which took place two weeks
ago.

Reeve AvenueAdministrator McNeilly stated that a discussimgeds to take place regarding the
house on Reeve Avenue.

Water Project Signage Administrator McNeilly provided maps of the watewer site to the
Governing Body, along with his recommendation tacpl the required State project signage at
the entrance on both sides of the driveway. Tberagje will measure 4’ x 8', there are no site
distance issues in this area and the property isedvby the Borough. Much discussion took
place regarding the signage.

Water Tower Rehabilitatior- Administrator McNeilly stated that the water twproject is
scheduled to begin on May'1 The scaffolding and encapsulation will be dangt.f The DPW
has done a large amount of clearing to allow umobttd access for the equipment.
Administrator McNeilly stated he has asked JohncBldrom Lee Purcell’s office, to obtain
paint samples from the contractor for the watereilowThe samples will be provided to the
Governing Body for approval.

At this time, Mayor Maio asked Administrator McNgito defer the rest of the Administrator’s
Report until later in the meeting in order to all®ay Sarinelli, Borough Auditor, to present the
municipal budget. Mayor Maio stated that upon neisig the Administrator's Report, the first
topic for discussion will be the next public infaatron meeting.

Mayor Maio opened this portion of the meeting fabjic comment on this resolution only.

Seeing no one from the public wishing to speak, ddayaio closed the public portion of the
meeting.

Mayor Maio asked Mr. Sarinelli if he had any comtseto make with regard to the budget. Mr.
Sarinelli stated this is a good budget and theityuaf the people working on the budget is
reflected in the budget. Many of the members ef @overning Body have worked on budgets
in the past and the internal staff is very expem@ehand monitors every dollar and cent. The
Borough was fortunate in that the contract forgselaste collection came in less than expected.
Mr. Sarinelli stated that the Borough monitors tdapital and takes care of debt service as
needed. There is a plan in place for the watersaneer projects so that the users are not being
affected. The tax levy increase was approxima$d,000 which is extraordinary. Mr.
Sarinelli stated that the budget is good and advise Governing Body to adopt the budget.

Mayor Maio and the Council thanked Mr. Sarinelli fos advice and for attending the meeting
this evening.

ADMINISTRATOR'S REPORT (continued)

Public Information Sessior Mayor Maio stated that the second Public InfdromaSession
needs to be scheduled prior to the Maystart date. Administrator McNeilly stated thaé th
major portion of the project will not begin on May. Mayor Maio stated that she is of the
opinion that the information session should be talthe first Mayor and Council Meeting in
May. PACT Construction is scheduled to begin wonkMay 18". Mayor Maio stated that the
Borough agreed to hold a second meeting priorécstart of the project. After discussing when
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the information session should be held, it was rdateed that the work session meeting,
scheduled for May 3 will begin at 7:00PM with the public informatioportion and that
section of the meeting will be closed at 8:00PM.

Plane Street Bridge / Morris Canal Tra Administrator McNeilly stated that he met witha®
Canning, Administrator for Mt. Olive, to discussettatus of the rehabilitation of the Plane
Street Bridge as part of the Morris Canal Traildnfinistrator McNeilly stated that Mr. Canning
informed him that the bridge is to be restoredtsooriginal condition. The trail is essentially
complete. All that remains is the installation thie interpretive signage. Administrator
McNeilly stated that our DPW has removed the oldictience at the entrance which is located
on Stanhope Borough’s side. The ribbon cuttingroerey will be held on April 28 at 2:30PM.
Mayor Maio stated that Historic Preservation becammlved due to some NJDEP issues.
Historic Preservation made the determination that hiridge must be restored to its original
condition. This project was a combined grant betw8tanhope’s Environmental Commission
and the Mt. Olive Environmental Commission. Thrgioal plan was to use the limited funding
to install decking on the Plane Street Bridge amadld some work on the Houdaille Bridge.
Funding is not available to restore the bridge. ewthe Borough entered into this agreement, it
was made clear that we did not have the fundingvaadould only be responsible for providing
volunteer labor. Administrator McNeilly stated ththe bridge is not a function of the canal.
The bridge is located within 150 feet of the cerilee which is why there is an issue. The
bridge is secure and it does not have any vehiaféd Mayor Maio stated once the bridge is
restored it will get a considerable amount of pathas use.

Houdaille Bridge— Administrator McNeilly provided a copy of an einfilom the Mt. Olive
Engineer regarding the costs to repair/rebuildHbeadaille Bridge. Much discussion took place
regarding the condition of the trail and the Staguirements. The opening is only 12 to 15 feet
in length but the costs to meet the State requinésnexceed those envisioned in the grant
application.

Safe Routes To Schools PrograimAdministrator McNeilly stated that the deadlifoe 2014
funding is May 15, 2014. There are two types ofding programs available. The Infrastructure
program provides direct grants for items such devgalks and crosswalk improvements. The
Non-Infrastructure program is handled through T@&putsons and covers educational programs
and targeted enforcement. Administrator McNeibparted that School Board President, Gina
Thomas, contacted him and Councilman Thornton sousis a possible submission for grant
funding. Councilman Thornton stated that he andmiiktrator McNeilly informed Ms.
Thomas that the majority of the work would havdédéodone by the School Board. The Borough
does not have the available resources. Mayor Mited that the Borough has many projects
already scheduled. Councilwoman Kuncken stated thare information is needed and
responsibilities will have to be clearly definedddministrator McNeilly stated that Millennium
Strategies may be able to assist with the appticati

Mayor Maio asked what the financial obligation webue for the projects. Administrator
McNeilly replied that he is of the opinion that theansOptions would not require any funds.
Administrator McNeilly stated that during the meetithey asked Ms. Thomas what type of
projects she envisioned. Councilman Thornton dtttat Ms. Thomas mentioned sidewalks for
Brooklyn Road. Administrator McNeilly stated tHa explained to Ms. Thomas that sidewalks
are not an option for Brooklyn Road. AdministrakdcNeilly suggested that the crosswalks on
Brooklyn Road could be equipped with flashing sigi$e traffic flow during the morning drop
off and afternoon pick up time could be reviewethban and off the school property to improve
that situation. Having off road access for thalsnts to walk to and from school was discussed.
Administrator McNeilly stated that he provided @lé website links to Ms. Thomas for the Safe
Routes to School Program.

Mayor Maio stated that her concern is regardingnia@power and the financial obligation that
the Borough would have if the grants are applied fGouncilman Depew asked who owns the
property near the elementary school. Much disoastok place regarding the paths near the
school, where additional paths could be placedsafety concerns. The drop off and pick up
procedure was also discussed. Administrator MdNeitked the Governing Body how they

wished to proceed with the request. Mayor Maitestan order to make a decision; the school
board needs to put in writing exactly what they maguesting of the Borough. Mayor Maio

stated that the Borough’s budget is set and there@additional funds available. Administrator
McNeilly asked if Millennium Strategies could bentacted to help with the school with the
application process. Mayor Maio and the Counaitest they are of the opinion that there is not
enough time to approve an application for submissidMayor Maio stated that additional
information regarding the Safe Routes to SchoofjRim is needed for the Governing Body.

DEP Visit (Fenimore Landfill} Administrator McNeilly reported that on Wednegdapril 2"
Mark Pedersen, DEP Acting Assistant Commissioner @mdy Randazzo, Director of Local
Government Assistance, along with in-house DEPgsibnals and the engineering firm met
with him and Mayor Maio regarding the Fenimore Lfhdh Roxbury. Mayor Maio stated
there are two options available regarding the léindfThe first choice is to cap the landfill,
which is what the State wants to do. The secomicehis to remove all the debris from the
landfill, which is what the residents of Roxburywitship want. The costs, timeframe and
potential for noxious odors were discussed durhrg tneeting. A map was provided which
shows the areas that would be impacted by odahneitlebris is dug up and removed. The State
was charged with the task of getting rid of the rodbiich required removing the construction
debris. Administrator McNeilly stated that 60% tbe construction debris was in the landfill
prior to Hurricane Sandy and 40% was put into toedfill afterward. The debris was not
covered properly, the sheetrock broke down and whergypsum got wet and was exposed to
the oxygen, the odor was created. Disturbing iieevéll cause widespread odor problems. The
plan is to cap the area.

Councilwoman Kuncken stated this is a very compésxe which could impact the Borough.
Administrator McNeilly stated that DEP met withtiasmake the Borough aware of the situation.
This problem was not the result of an illegal duarg it was not done intentionally, it was
simply the result of the breakdown of the sheetrocBy capping the landfill, the air will be
removed and the landfill will dry out which will o®ct this unusual situation.

DEP (Furnace Pond) Mayor Maio stated that the representatives fiEP asked if they could
assist us with any issues within the Borough. Mayaio stated that she informed them about
the DEP violation that the Borough received. Malytaio explained to them that the Borough
took an existing natural resource, cleaned it ipough the efforts of our Environmental
Commission, in order for people to be able to astles area. Now the Borough cannot do any
work in that area and it will get overgrown onceiagand no one will be able to use it. Mayor
Maio stated that coincidentally, while the DEP emantatives were waiting to meet with us, they
stopped at Deli Delicious and went out back whbeg tobserved the river and the plaster mill.
Mayor Maio stated that Ms. Randazzo and Mr. Pedeasgeed with the Borough that the area
should be maintained and that the fence aroundldeer mill is unattractive and should be
made safe and accessible for use by the residévigsior Maio stated that Ms. Randazzo has
asked the Borough to provide a map of what we wdik&dto do with the area and she assured
us that she will assist in making that happen. dfdayaio stated that the Borough would like to
connect the path from the canal all the way tottlrearound at the pond and clear the area.
Mayor Maio stated that Ms. Randazzo stated she wilk with us and she will bring
representatives here to explain what we are pexthitt do by rule. Administrator McNeilly
stated that DEP will keep that information on fled in the event that someone should call, they
will be able to say that they are aware of whatBbeough is doing and that it is permitted.

Mayor Maio stated that the Borough will provide tB&P with survey maps once Omland
Engineering completes them. The maps will showpgath that the Borough wants to create
along the river and then a meeting will be schetlwéh Ms. Randazzo again. Councilwoman
Kuncken stated that the Borough worked with Ms.d@azo years ago and she was very helpful.
Administrator McNeilly stated that the DEP will peWwith the plaster mill too. Mayor Maio
stated she is hopeful that we have made progrésdministrator McNeilly stated that he
explained to Ms. Randazzo and Mr. Pedersen thah8pe Borough has elements of the Morris
Canal that no other town has but as it is now és&ents cannot appreciate it.

Councilwoman Kuncken stated that Andrea Proctor, oasite representative at Waterloo
Village, recently presented a slide show which am@d pictures that Councilwoman Kuncken
had never seen before. The slide show highlighteque things on the Stanhope Borough side
of the Morris Canal that no one else has alongctdreal. Councilwoman Kuncken suggested
borrowing some of those slides if they are avadablCouncilman Thornton asked what the
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Borough can do to ensure that we can continue teenfimward. Mayor Maio replied that the
site maps will be provided by Mr. Keller as soorpassible and a meeting will be scheduled to
discuss the plans. Administrator McNeilly statbdtthe sent the letter to the Environmental
Commission regarding the Furnace Pond area andétemth John Rogalo, Environmental
Commission Chairman.

Sidewalk Project- Administrator McNeilly stated that he walked litFrank, Omland
Engineering, from Dell Road to Acorn Street. THanpis to install the sidewalk behind the
existing telephone poles. There will be some sakeith a four foot high wall. Administrator
McNeilly stated that Frank had some ideas on piogich more defined driveway for Grafe
Small Engine Repair. Administrator McNeilly sugtgesthat the speed limit should be reduced
in that area in the future. Byram Township wa®dblget the speed limit reduced to 35MPH.

NJEIT Funding- Administrator McNeilly stated that the Borougeceived notification that
Stanhope was part of the group that closed on #sarow for the trust fund and loan portion
with NJEIT.

Electronic Recycling Administrator McNeilly reported the vendor fdret electronic recycling
picked up 10-12 box pallet platforms. AdministratécNeilly stated that he took pictures of the
recycling to post on the Borough'’s Facebook pagmtdinue to encourage residents to recycle.

Ordinances for Public Hearing and Final Adoption

Mayor Maio offered the following ordinances for pigthearing and final adoption which were
read by title.

Ordinance 2014-07 BOND ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE
IMPROVEMENT OF THE WATER SUPPLY AND
DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM (MAPLE
TERRACE/MOUNTAIN TERRACE) IN AND BY THE
BOROUGH OF STANHOPE, IN THE COUNTY OF
SUSSEX, NEW JERSEY, APPROPRIATING $104,000
THEREFOR AND AUTHORIZING THE ISSUANCE OF
$104,000 BONDS OR NOTES OF THE BOROUGH FOR
FINANCING SUCH APPROPRIATION.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOROUGH COUNCIL OF THE BOROUG H OF
STANHOPE, IN THE COUNTY OF SUSSEX, NEW JERSEY (not less than two thirds of all
the members thereof affirmatively concurrings FOLLOWS:

Section 1. The improvement described in Sectiaf Bis bond ordinance is hereby
authorized as a general improvement to be madequirad by The Borough of Stanhope, New
Jersey. For the said improvement or purpose statedaid Section 3, there is hereby
appropriated the sum of $104,000, said sum beiotusive of all appropriations heretofore
made therefor.

Section 2. For the financing of said improvementporpose and to meet said
$104,000 appropriation negotiable bonds of the Bghoare hereby authorized to be issued in
the principal amount of $104,000 pursuant to thedl@ond Law of New Jersey. In anticipation
of the issuance of said bonds and to temporanigrice said improvement or purpose, negotiable
notes of the Borough in a principal amount not exlagg $104,000 are hereby authorized to be
issued pursuant to and within the limitations priésao by said Local Bond Law.

Section 3. (&) The improvement hereby authorizeti@urpose for the financing of
which said obligations are to be issued is the onpment of the water supply and distribution
system in and by the Borough, including the reliatibn of water mains in and along Maple
Terrace and Mountain Terrace, together with alicitires, equipment, site work, work and
materials necessary therefor or incidental theralfoas shown on and in accordance with the
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plans and specifications therefor on file or tofibed in the office of the Borough Clerk and
hereby approved.

(b) The estimated maximum amount of bonds or ntoté® issued for said purpose is
$104,000.

(© The estimated cost of said purpose is $104,000.

Section 4. The following additional matters areefivgr determined, declared, recited
and stated:

@ The said purpose described in Section 3 oflibisd ordinance is not a current
expense and is a property or improvement whictBibr@ugh may lawfully acquire or make as a
general improvement, and no part of the cost ttidras been or shall be specially assessed on
property specially benefitted thereby.

(b) The period of usefulness of said purpose withelimitations of said Local Bond
Law, according to the reasonable life thereof camegbufrom the date of the said bonds
authorized by this bond ordinance, is forty (4Carge

(© The supplemental debt statement required li/lsacal Bond Law has been duly
made and filed in the office of the Borough Clerkda complete executed duplicate thereof has
been filed in the office of the Director of the Biwn of Local Government Services in the
Department of Community Affairs of the State of N@ersey, and such statement shows that,
while the net debt of the Borough determined asigesl in said Local Bond Law is not
increased by this bond ordinance, the gross detiteoBorough as defined in said Local Bond
Law is increased by the authorization of the bcemis notes provided for in this bond ordinance
by $104,000, and the said obligations authorizedhiz/bond ordinance will be within all debt
limitations prescribed by said Local Bond Law.

The notes shall bearesteat such rate or rates and be in such form as
may be determined by the Chief Financial Officéhe Chief Financial Officer shall determine
all matters in connection with the notes issuedsypant to this bond ordinance, and the Chief
Financial Officer's signature upon the notes shadl conclusive evidence as to all such
determinations. All notes issued hereunder mayebewed from time to time subject to the
provisions of N.J.S.A. 840A:2-8. The Chief Finaldfficer is hereby authorized to sell part or
all of the notes from time to time at public oryatie sale and to deliver them to the purchasers
thereof upon receipt of payment of the purchaseeprius accrued interest from their dates to the
dates of delivery thereof. The Chief Financial i€¥f is directed to report in writing to the
governing body of the Borough at the meeting naxceeding the date when any sale or
delivery of the notes pursuant to this bond ordoears made. Such report must include the
principal amount, interest rate and maturitieshef motes sold, the price obtained and the name
of the purchaser.

Section 6. The full faith and credit of the Borouayle hereby pledged to the punctual
payment of the principal of and interest on thedsabligations authorized by this bond
ordinance. Said obligations shall be direct, uitbioh obligations of the Borough, and, unless
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paid from revenues of the water supply and distidousystem of the Borough, the Borough
shall be obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upoihal taxable property within the Borough for
the payment of said obligations and interest thekeithout limitation of rate or amount.

Section 7. The capital budget or temporary captalget of the Borough is hereby
amended to conform with the provisions of this padice to the extent of any inconsistency
herewith and the resolutions promulgated by theal &nance Board showing all detail of the
amended capital budget or temporary capital budget capital program as approved by the
Director, Division of Local Government Servicese am file with the Borough Clerk and are
available for public inspection.

Section 8. This bond ordinance shall take effeatnty (20) days after the first
publication thereof after final adoption, as praddy said Local Bond Law.
